This Mafterpiece of religious Policy was publifhed, many 
Years finee, in Latin, l'rench, and Dutch: Mr. Jolin Schipper 
a Bookfeller at Amfterdam, bought one of them at Antwerp, 
among other l’ooks, and afterwards reprinted it.
